The value of these festivals can 
‘nar be too strongly emphasized 
during these days of stress, be- 
cause now, more than ever, tt will 
be the responsibility of ont people

_It is always, worth pearing in 
mind that even if the appea!* of 
music were emotional alone, it 
might be made a powerful instru- 
ment of education. But, good music 
has a far wider appeal, and the 
part which it may play in education 
and by this we mean the develop- 
ment of all the nobler faculties, 
cannot be over estimated. 


Mental: Discipline 


In one of his. admfrable essays | 


some years ago, Sir Henry Hadow, 
noted British authority on musical 
matters, said: “Music is not only 
a source of moble pleasure-—every- 
one admits that, at any rate. in 
theory—it is a form of intellectua! 
and ‘spiritual training with which 
we cannot afford to dispense, It is 
not merely a matter of pleasing the 
ear with successions of beautiful 
sound or stirring the emotions with 
vibrating tone and . poignant 
Tt is just as truly, a 
language as French or Latin. It is 
just ag truly a form of mental 
discipling as any subject in science 
in mathematics. In all arts alike 
the work which appeals to the 
whole nature of man, spiritual 
intellectual, emotional, and of this 
there is plenty of music to give full 
justification to its claim.” 

While there will be general agree- 
ment with the views of Sir Henry 
Hadow, it is unfortunately true 
that many people continue {to over- 
look the socialogical influence of 
music in al] its varied forms. Let 
us always remember that at almost 


‘every conceivable point of ‘human 


relationship music can form and 
cement the natural and proper bond 
between man and man, 


Clearly the making of muste is 
the most profitable means of mu- 
sical education but there are cer- 
tain people who cannot learn to 
sing or to play an instrument, whe- 
ther through age or other incapaci- 
ty, and some of the greatest music 
is beyond the reach of most ama- 
teur choirs and orchestras. The 
hearing of great music therefore, 
if less valuable than the making of 
music, is yet of nigh educational 
Value. 

Aim of Féstival 

With regard to competition in 
music making it may fairly be said 
that the best minds in the festival 
movement recognize it not merely’ 
ag a means of raising the natioal 
musical standard, buy also as a 
means of teaching sportsmanship. 

It will be recalled that a chance 
expression thrown out by Sir Dal- 
ford Davies has been widely adopt- 
ed as a motto by competition festi- 
val committees and is often seen 
printed on programs: “Our object 
is not to gain a prize or defeat a 
rival, but to pace one another on 
the road to excellence.” A frequent

Rock Gardens 

Primarily rock gardens are used 
to transform some difficult portion 
of a garden into a spot of unusia! 
Beauty and charm, 
ground slopes away 80 rapidly that 
rains wash away the sojl aid grass 
will not grow, the new kind or 
gardening helps, and It aso forms 
a pleasing connection for rough 
iand leading up to woodland at the 
back of the garden propér. But it

ESTIMATE OF COST FIRST 
YEAR OF WAR IS $500,000,000 


War cost to Canada, in the com 
ing fiscal year is estimated at 
$500,000,000. This is nearly three 
times the expenditure in the first 
year Of.the last war. Canada's 
military contribution in the war 
of 1914-18 was largely one of men. 
Now the contribution is one of men 
pius machines, and the machine 
heavily increases the cost, 

Here are a few cost compari- 
sons with the last war: 

An army division costs about 
twice as much. This is due to 
mechanized equipment. 

At this stage of the last war, 
Canada’s naval equipment and per- 
sonnel consisted of two light crui- 
sers and 1500 men. In the first 
full fiscal year, the naval service 
spent less than $4,000,000. 

‘The Naval Service now has a 
personne: of 6,000 officers and 
men. Its strength is six destroy- 
¢rs and a flotilla leader with five 
naval mine-sweepers and 20 auxili- 
ary craft, Estimated cost for the 
first fiscal year is $40,000.000, The 
building program calls for the con- 
struction of 90 vessels totalling 
nearly $50,000,000. 

In the first year of the last 
war, Canada had no Air Force. The 
Royal Canadian Air Force now 
comprises 8,000 officers and men, 
This does not include the British 
}Commonwealth Air Training Plan. 
Estimates of Canada’s share in 
‘the plan, up to September Ist nex; 
are’ $60,000,000. During the full 
fiscal year ending March 81st, 1941 
it is estimated, Canada wi!l spend 
approximately $100,000,000 on the 
Commonwealth scheme. This 
Sum is part of the estimated total 
cost of $500,000,000.
